The m essage did not com e from one 
of the c a p tu rin g .officials, and Villa is 
disinclined to believe it until he has 
confirm ation from M ajor Sanumiego, 
his lieutenant in com m and of rebel 
soldiers search in g for the bandits. 
“I am sorry that my m en execeuted 
him im m ediately, if this 
has 
been 
done,” said Villa. 
‘‘For I ha I expect­ 
ed to have him brought to .Juarez and 
hanged publicly as a w arning to o th ­ 
ers. His execution in the m ountains 
may bo doubted and not serve us a 
w arning.” 
A m essage from an o th er source said 
th a t Castillo and six of his m en were 
captured and executed in t i e m oun­ 
tains n ea r C hocolate pass by Major 
Bam aniego's com m and. According to 
the m essage, eight of the m en with 
Castillo when the rebel soldiers s u r­ 
rounded the bandit band m ade their 
escape into the m ountains. 
R escuers a re still a t work at the 
C um bre tunnel attem p tin g to reach 
the burning interior and take out the 
bodies of filty-two people who perish­ 
ed last W ednesday when the p assen ­ 
ger train on th e Mexican N o rth w est­ 
ern railway dashed into the burning 
tunnel, where the bandits had wrecked 
and set lire to a freight train.

tunnel is still sm oking from tilt* north 
end, iii which direction the fire is now 
working its way from th e south end. 
The body, believed to be th a t of ll. 
F. Murders, express su p e rin ten d en t of 
the N orthw estern road, was recovered 
trom the- wreckage. It was impossible 
to identify the rem ains, but a Wells 
Fargo key found on the incinerated 
bones led to the belief th at the hodv 
was that of Murders. This m akes four 
bodies th a t have been found.

‘‘T here ar* only two ways of deal­ 
ing with U lster— coerce her or win 
her.

The vessel was 
jammed in the ire and showed alg 
nals, which, however, could not be 
read becaues the flags were flying 
direct from the viewpoint of the sta 
tion. 
When ni„ht tell the 
vessel

drifted 
considerably northward and 
bore north by west of the light sta­ 
tion. Tile m**n arriving in Bonne Bay 
made their way over the Ice to the 
shore. 
The Potomac was dispatched from 
the navy yard at Norfolk, Va., more 
than two weeks ago to relea1 e three 
American fishing schooners which had 
Oteu caught in the ice at Bay of Isl­ 
ands. The tug arrived on Us** scene 
last Thursday and was endeavoring 
to open a passage in the ice, when the
